FOEEWOED. 


At  the  annual  congregational  meeting,  December  31,  1914, 
following  the  suggestion  of  the  pastor,  it  was  unanimously 
decided  that  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  church  be  observed 
with  appropriate  services,  September  26  to  October  3,  1915,  and 
that  a committee  be  named  by  the  chairman  to  prepare  a his- 
tory of  the  church,  sho'wing  the  development  and  work  of  the 
church  during  the  fifty  years  of  its  life, — the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished in  pamphlet  form.  It  was  decided  also  that  the  pam- 
phlet should  contain  a complete  list  of  all  persons  who  united 
with  the  congregation  since  its  organization,  together  with  a 
complete  directory  of  the  present  membership. 

It  is  a happy  coincidence  that  the  completion  of  the  fiftieth 
year  of  the  church’s  career  is  marked  also  by  the  completion 
of  the  thirty-third  year  of  the  present  pastorate,  and  it  is  fitting 
that  the  close  of  the  half-century  of  the  church’s  history  and 
of  the  third-of-a-century  of  the  pastor’s  services  to  the  church 
should  be  commemorated  by  the  publication  of  the  history. 

The  careful  records  kept  by  the  pastor  have  made  the  work 
assigned  to  the  committee  possible  of  performance,  and  they 
wish  hereby  to  express  their  recognition  of  the  service  rendered 
to  the  congregation  as  well  as  to  them,  and  their  appreciation 
of  the  assistance  given  in  the  preparation  of  the  pamphlet.

THE  FIEST  MEHHOHITE  CHHRCH. 


Oeganization  and  Development. 


To  the  vision  of  a pioneer  in  the  unification  movement  of 
Mennonites  in  the  early  sixties  may  in  a measure  be  ascribed 
the  founding  of  the  church  of  the  denomination  in  this  city 
whose  fiftieth  anniversary  we  celebrate  in  this  year  of  grace, 
Nineteen  Hundred  Eifteen. 

It  was  during  the  summer  of  1862  that  Rev.  Daniel  Hege, 
a minister  of  scholarly  attainments  and  strong  convictions, 
who  had  been  appointed  by  the  General  Conference  to  pre- 
sent the  project  of  a Mennonite  training  school  to  congrega- 
tions represented  in  conference  and  to  solicit  subscriptions  when 
practicable,  visited  churches  in  eastern  Pennsylvania.  While 
visiting  among  families  in  this  city  who  held  membership  in 
country  churches,  he  became  convinced  that  there  were  enough 
members  of  the  denomination  here  to  form  the  nucleus  of 
a church  organization,  and  recommended  strongly  the  begin- 
ning of  preaching  services  to  lead  eventually  to  the  formation 
of  such  an  organization.  An  interest  having  been  aroused, 
services  were  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  homes  of  members. 
The  recommendation  gave  encouraging  signs  of  bearing  fruit 
when  on  October  27,  1865,  a service  was  held  in  a small 
frame  chapel  on  Diamond  street,  between  Germantown  avenue 
and  Eifth  street,  by  Rev.  Moses  H.  Gottshall,  Bishop  of  the 
Schwenksville  charge. 
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Representing,  as  Rev.  Hege  did,  the  General  Conference 
in  the  early  years  of  its  existence  and  effort,  it  may  in  truth 
be  said  that  among  the  first  fruits  of  this  body  stands  this 
influential  congregation  of  the  Easteim  District  Conference. 

The  congregation  was  organized  with  Rev.  Moses  H. 
Gottshall,  of  Schwenksville,  Pa.,  as  bishop,  and  David  Taylor, 
a member  and  deacon  in  the  East  Swamp  congregation  as  dea- 
con. Services  were  at  first  held  bi-weekly,  morning  and  evening 
in  the  rented  chapel  on  Diamond  street.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  building  was  sold  to  the  East  Pennsylvania  Eldership  of 
the  Church  of  God,  and  then  the  services  were  held  in  a rented 
hall  on  Germantown  avenue  near  E^orris  street.  On  January 
12,  1867,  the  chapel  in  which  services  were  first  held  was  pur- 
chased, and  regular  morning  and  evening  services,  supplied  by 
visiting  ministers,  were  continued.  At  first  the  congregation 
was  considered  as  a mission  of  the  conference  and  was  repre- 
sented in  conference  by  two  delegates.  The  following  consti- 
tuted the  original  organization:

The  congregation  called  Rev.  Samuel  G.  Clemmer,  of 
Hereford,  as  its  first  pastor.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  and 
preached  bis  first  sermon,  April  5,  1868.  Thus  two  more 
members  were  added,  viz. ; 

Rev.  Samuel  G.  Clemmer  Judith  Clemmer  (Gerhart) 

This  made  the  original  membership  thirty-five.  The  first 
accession  to  membership  came  in  1869,  when  six  were  added 
by  baptism.  From  that  time  to  the  present  additions  took 
place  every  year  with  one  exception,  the  year  18Y3.  At  least 
no  record  is  found  showing  any  addition  to  membership  for 
that  year. 

Rev.  ClemmeFs  ministry  was  of  brief  duration,  for  the 
beloved  pastor  died  February  16,  1870,  aged  48  years,  6 months 
and  6 days.  During  the  next  two  years  Rev.  A.  B.  Shelly, 
pastor  of  the  Swamp  charge,  ser\fed  the  congregation,  preach- 
ing every  two  weeks.  On  alternate  Sundays  visiting  ministers 
supplied  the  pulpit.  Early  in  1872  a call  was  extended  to  Rev. 
Levi  0.  Schimmel,  Steward  of  the  Mennonite  Seminary  at 
Wadsworth,  Ohio,  to  serve  the  congregation  for  one  year.  He 
preached  his  first  sermon  on  March  10,  1872.  At  the  May 
session  of  the  conference  this  same  year,  the  Eastern  District 
Conference  accepted  the  congregation,  conferring  upon  it  full 
rights  and  privileges.  The  report  states  the  number  of  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  to  be  sixty-four,  six  having  died  and  fif- 
teen having  moved  away  since  the  organization.  The  congre- 
gation was  given  the  name  THE  FIRST  MEHHOHITE 
CHURCH  OF  PHILADELPHIA.  During  Rev.  SchimmeTs 
pastorate  twenty-four  members  were  added  to  the  church  roll. 
In  the  fall  of  1872  the  General  Conference,  at  its  triennial 
session  held  at  Wadsworth,  Ohio,  called  Rev.  Schimmel  to  be 
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its  traveling  missionary.  Tims  at  the  end  of  the  year  his 
services  to  the  church  terminated. 

On  January  27,  1872,  the  congregation  adopted  a set  of 
rules  and  regulations  by  vrhich  the  affairs  of  the  congregation 
were  to  be  conducted.  One  of  the  articles  of  these  rules  related 
to  the  language  to  be  used,  and  was  as  follows : ‘‘The  services 
of  this  congregation  shall  he  conducted  in  the  German  language 
as  long  as  one-third  of  the  members  of  the  congregation  demand 
it.  blevertheless,  with  the  consent  of  the  council  (pastor  and 
deacons)  of  the  congregation,  English  preaching  services  may 
be  held,  provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  one-half  of  the 
services  shall  be  in  the  English  language  as  long  as  one-half  of 
the  congregation  does  not  decide  in  its  favor,  and  at  no  time 
shall  there  be  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  services  in  the  German 
language  as  long  as  one-tenth  of  the  members  demand  it.” 

About  the  year  1874  difficulties  over  the  use  of  English  in 
the  services  led  to  the  withdrawal  of  about  one-half  of  the  con- 
gregation and  the  organization  of  a second  church.  Several 
years  later  this  new  body  merged  with  the  Fifth  Moravian 
Church.  The  larger  number  thus  united  with  the  Moravian 
Church,  but  quite  a number  returned  to  the  mother  church. 

The  congregation,  now  numbering  approximately  forty- 
five  members,  with  an  enrolled  membership  of  200  in  the  sun- 
day  school,  extended  a call  to  Albert  E.  Funk  to  become  its 
pastor  in  1875.  Having  just  recently  completed  a course  of 
theological  studies  at  the  Mennonite  Seminary,  he  accepted  the 
call.  He  was  ordained  into  the  ministry  and  pastorate  by  Rev. 
John  H.  Oberholtzer  and  Rev.  Moses  H.  Gottshall  in  February, 
1875.  About  this  time  the  evening  service  was  changed  from 
German  to  English.  In  1876  an  addition  was  made  to  the  rear 
of  the  chapel  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  Sunday 
school.  Rev.  Funk  served  the  congregation  until  July,  1882. 
At  the  close  of  his  ministry  the  congregation  numbered  approxi- 
mately seventy-five.

In  1880  the  congregation,  looking  toward  the  erection  of 
a new  building  to  displace  the  old  chapel,  appointed  a building 
fund  committee.  The  committee  consisted  of  Charles  H.  Moyer, 
Peter  R.  Kline,  Samuel  E.  Landis,  Peter  L.  Benner  and  Abra- 
ham S.  Stauffer.  In  February,  1881,  this  committee  was  con- 
stituted the  building  committee.  The  new  church,  the  present 
brick  structure,  was  erected  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1881  at  a cost  of  $9,000,  and  was  dedicated  the  third  Sunday 
in  January,  1882. 

The  ground  on  which  the  church  stands  is  a part  of  a 426- 
acre  tract  situated  in  Shackamaxon,  in  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  patent  for  the  same  having  been  granted  by  William 
Penn,  proprietor,  on  March  4,  1691,  to  Michael  Kelson.  On 
September  1,  1693,  seventy  acres  of  this  tract  were  transferred 
by  deed  to  John  Goodson,  who  in  turn,  on  June  1,  lYll,  sold 
the  same  tract  to  his  son,  Job  Goodson.  On  February  25,  1779, 
fourteen  and  a half  acres  of  this  seventy-acre  tract  were  sold 
to  Sarah  Mifflin.  Afterward  it  passed  through  the  hands  of 
a number  of  owners  and  finally  was  sold  by  the  sheriff.  In  1847 
this  tract  of  fourteen  and  a half  acres  was  cut  up  in  building 
lots,  when  two  of  these  lots,  one  sixteen  and  the  other  eighteen 
feet  wide,  with  a depth  of  fifty-seven  feet,  were  sold  to  Oliver 
Parry  and  Kathaniel  Randolph,  with  Diamond  street  on  the 
south  and  Parry  street,  later  Manakin,  now  Reese  street, 
on  the  west.  These  lots  were  sold  on  Kovember  9th  and 
10th  to  the  Cohocksink  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  now 
the  Seventh  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  who  then 
erected  a frame  school  house  on  the  lot  for  school  purposes. 
For  a time  the  building  was  used  by  the  Controllers  of  Public 
Schools.  On  April  4,  1866,  this  building  was  sold  to  the  East 
Pennsylvania  Eldership  of  the  Church  of  God,  who,  in  turn, 
on  January  12,  1867,  sold  it  to  Michael  Shoemaker,  Joseph 
Beidler  and  Jacob  S.  Clymer,  in  trust  for  the  First  Mennonile 
Church,  for  the  sum  of  $1,500.  The  First  Mennonite  Church 
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having  been  granted  a charter  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Philadelphia,  June,  1881,  the  surviving  trustees,  Michael 
Shoemaker  and  Jacob  S.  Clymer,  deeded  the  property  to  the 
First  Mennonite  Church  corporation,  in  which  body  the  prop- 
erty is  now  vested. 

In  February,  1881,  the  congregation  decided  to  become 
incorporated,  and  appointed  a committee  consisting  of  Charles 
H.  Moyer,  Peter  R.  Kline,  Abraham  S.  Weiss,  Abraham  S. 
Stauffer,  Reuben  S.  Strunk,  David  L.  Benner  and  Milton  T, 
Clymer,  to  apjily  for  a charter  and  articles  of  incorporation. 
The  charter  was  granted  July  9,  1881,  naming  Alilton  M.  Moyer, 
Peter  L.  Benner  anj  Harrison  Landis  trustees  for  the  first 
year. 

After  the  pastoral  relations  between  Rev.  Funk  and  the 
congregation  had  been  dissolved,  a call  was  extended  to  Rev. 
K.  B.  Gnxbb,  the  present  pastor,  who  had  been  assistant  to  Rev. 
Moses  H.  Gottshall  in  the  Schwenksville  charge  since  June, 
1872.  The  call  was  accepted.  On  October  1,  1882,  he  assumed 
charge  of  the  congregation,  and  with  the  semi-centennial  of  the 
founding  of  the  church  closes  his  thirty-third  year,  one-third 
of  a century,  as  pastor. 

The  year  1890  is  an  important  landmark  in  the  history  of 
the  church,  marking  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  organ- 
ization of  the  church.  It  marks  also  the  eighth  anniversary 
of  the  pastor’s  call  to  assume  charge  of  the  congregation.  On 
this  occasion  the  pastor  could  say:  “To-day  we  look  to  God 
with  grateful  hearts,  realizing  that  harmony  and  peace  rules 
supremely,  and  the  relation  between  pastor  and  people  is  most 
assuredly  the  relation  of  love  and  kindness.”  The  membership 
reported  at  this  time  was  204.  Of  this  number  139  were 
received  by  the  present  pastor. 

The  next  twenty-five  years,  1890-1915,  have  been  years  of 
expansion  anj  increasing  influence  and  usefulness  under  the 
pastor’s  leadership  and  with  the  support  of  a loyal  people,  and

the  co-operation  of  the  officers  of  the  various  auxiliary  organ- 
izations which,  during  these  years,  have  been  channels  through 
which  much  of  the  church’s  activity  has  gone  out  in  service. 

In  1893  the  services  on  the  last  Sunday  of  the  month 
were  changed  to  English  morning  and  evening.  Later,  all 
services  were  in  the  English  language  except  that  of  the  first 
Sunday  of  the  month,  when  the  morning  service  was  in  German. 
Since  January,  1914,  all  services  are  in  English. 

In  1894  the  congregation  established  a mission  on  Janney 
street,  and  the  following  year  moved  to  a hall  on  Marshall 
street  above  Cambria.  In  1897  the  private  house,  3007  ISTorth 
Sixth  street,  was  rented,  the  Sunday  school  was  removed  to 
that  place  and  regular  preaching  services  were  inaugurated.  In 
1898  the  lot,  southwest  corner  of  Franklin  street  and  Indiana 
avenue,  was  purchased  for  $3,000.  On  this  lot  the  second 
church  was  built.  The  cornerstone  of  the  church  was  laid 
December  4,  1898.  The  building  was  dedicated  April  4,  1899. 
The  total  cost  of  ground  and  building  was  $8,547.57.  On  May 
6,  1899,  the  congregation  was  organized  with  thirty-six  mem- 
bers from  the  First  church.  Rev.  Silas  M.  Grubb,  a member 
of  the  First  church,  was  elected  pastor,  and  George  W.  Bergey, 
deacon.  Until  1912  the  Second  church  was  owned  and  finan- 
cially aided  by  the  First  church,  but  this  year  the  property  was 
deeded  to  the  Second  church,  which  now  became  self-supporting, 
and  at  present  numbers  190  members  with  a membership  in  the 
Sunday  school  of  245  enrolled. 

Dui’ing  the  summer  of  1900,  while  the  pastor  was  spend- 
ing a pleasant  vacation  in  Europe,  the  congregation  installed  a 
pipe  organ  at  a cost  of  $1,658.87.  The  organ  was  played  for 
the  first  time  in  September  at  the  welcome-home  service  given 
the  pastor  on  his  return  from  Europe. 

The  congregation  has  always  believed  in  the  free  use  of 
printers’  ink.  Beginning  January,  1891,  a thirty-page  pam- 
phlet was  published,  giving  a full  account,  financial  and  other- 
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wise,  of  the  varied  activities  of  the  church,  with  a complete 
directory  of  the  membership.  This  appeared  annually  for  five 
years.  It  was  succeeded  by  a twenty-page  monthly  publication. 
The  Mennonite  Endeavor,  published  by  the  Christian  Endeavor 
Society  for  a period  of  five  years.  The  last  fourteen  years  the 
Weekly  Bulletin,  a four-page  pamphlet  of  1,200  words,  has 
appeared  weekly,  with  the  exception  of  the  months  of  July 
and  August,  together  with  a yearly  membership  directory,  at 
an  average  cost  of  $140  a year. 

The  activities  of  the  pastor  and  church  have  reached  out 
beyond  the  confines  of  the  immediate  community  and  even  of 
the  city.  The  Zion  Mennonite  Church,  of  Souderton,  owes  its 
beginning  largely  to  the  efforts  of  the  Eirst  church.  The  first 
service  leading  to  the  organization  was  held  by  the  pastor  for 
the  benefit  of  several  families  residing  there,  in  a hall,  on  Janu- 
ary 9,  1887.  Following  this,  services  were  held  every  alternate 
Sunday.  Rev.  A.  B.  Shelly,  who  also  had  some  members  resid- 
ing there,  alternated  with  the  pastor  in  conducting  the  services. 
During  the  winter  of  1892-93  the  church  was  erected,  and 
dedicated  on  May  21,  1893.  The  congregation  was  then  organ- 
ized with  Rev.  A.  M.  Fretz  as  pastor,  this  church  contributing 
a number  of  its  members  as  the  nucleus  of  a congregation.  At 
present,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  W.  B.  Schantz,  the  Sou- 
derton church  is  one  of  the  most  live,  active  and  prosperous  of 
congregations  in  the  Eastern  District  Conference. 

The  Mennonite  Home  for  the  Aged,  at  Frederick,  Pa., 
was  established  largely  by  the  efforts  of  the  First  church,  the 
pastor  having  purchased  the  property  known  as  Frederick 
Institute,  November,  1895,  at  the  nominal  figure  of  $1,150. 
(The  pastor  was  a student  at  the  institute  in  1867-68.)  At  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Eastern  District  Conference  in  March, 
1896,  held  at  the  summer  home  of  Benjamin  Bertolet,  near  by, 
the  conference  took  over  the  property  at  the  price  paid,  and 
the  congregation  paid  to  this  amount  $755,  and  ever  since  has 
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Rev.  Andrew  B.  Shelly 


contributed  liberally  toward  the  support  of  the  home.  In  these 
years  $2,000  in  round  figures  have  been  contributed  in  addition 
to  the  contribution  to  the  original  cost.  Sarah  Overholt,  a 
member  of  the  congregation,  became  the  first  matron  of  the 
home.  She  was  followed  a few  years  later  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  E.  Scheldt,  and  for  the  last  seven  years  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Samuel  D.  Kinsey  have  been  steward  and  matron,  all  of  them 
members  of  the  congregation. 

Among  the  factors  contributing  to  the  church  life  of  to-day 
are  the  following  organizations,  which  for  years  have  lent  their 
influence  and  aid  to  the  work  and  growth  of  the  congregation: 
A splendid  choir  of  consecrated  volunteer  members  of  the 
church,  a ladies’  aid  society,  one  of  the  best  any  church  haa 
ever  been  privileged  to  have ; a flourishing  up-to-date  Sunday 
school,  a Young  Peoples’  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  that 
believes  in  service,  and  a junior  society  that  prepares  for  future 
service. 

Later  years  have  brought  new  problems.  Kot  least  is  the 
large  number  of  removals  of  members  to  suburban  communi- 
ties, making  increasing  demands  upon  the  pastor  in  the  matter 
of  pastoral  visits  and  supervision,  as  well  as  increasing  the 
difficulty  of  maintaining  a normal  attendance  at  the  regular 
church  services. 

The  present  membership  of  the  church  is  465.  Of  this 
number  446  have  been  received  during  the  present  pastorate. 

That  the  congregation  continues  active  and  vigorous  is 
shown  by  the  latest  report  submitted  at  conference  by  the  pas- 
tor. During  the  year  thirty-one  members  were  added  and  eight 
children  consecrated.  Moneys  raised  were:  $2,423.68  for  con- 
gregational purposes;  $220.20  for  missions;  $103.43  contrib- 
uted to  the  Eastern  District  Conference;  $180.95  to  the  Men- 
nonite  Home;  $20  for  local  Home  Mission  purposes;  $67  to 
charity;  $94.07  for  educational  purposes;  $52  for  war  suf- 
ferers; $87  for  other  purposes — a total  of  $3,248.33.  In  the 
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Sunday  School  the  total  contributions  amounted  to  $527.47 ; 
in  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  $202.17,  and  in  the  Ladies’ 
Aid  Society  $130.12.  Included  in  the  Sunday  School  and 
Christian  Endeavor  contributions  were  nearly  $200  for  mis- 
sions, making  the  total  missionary  offering  approximately  $400. 

The  church  and  its  activities  have  always  been  supported 
by  the  free  will  offerings  of  the  members.  During  its  fifty 
years  approximately  $240,000  have  been  contributed. 

In  the  foregoing  a glimpse  of  the  activities  of  the  First 
Mennonite  Church  during  the  past  fifty  years  is  given.  Much 
that  has  been  done  cannot  be  measured  nor  told.  The  actual 
results,  direct  and  indirect,  show  in  part  in  the  lives  that  have 
been  touched  and  influenced,  but  Eternity  alone  will  reveal 
results  in  their  completeness. 

Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us!  To  Him  be  praise! 
Let  us  not  forget  the  work  of  those  who  labored  in  laying  the 
foundations.  Of  them  it  may  be  said,  “They  builded  better 
than  they  knew.”  As  we  have  viewed  the  congregational  struc- 
ture, let  us  note  well  who  for  thirty-three  years  has  wrought 
upon  it  in  season  and  out  of  season.  Let  us  contemplate  the 
magnitude  of  the  efforts  as  well  as  the  achievements.  What  of 
the  future?  The  leader,  after  one-third  of  a century  of  un- 
tiring service,  says.  Let  us  go  on  to  new  heights  of  faithful 
service  and  endeavor  to  extend  the  Kingdom.  May  the  answer 
be:  As  one  man,  we  will  stand  together  to  further  the  cause  of 
the  Master.

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THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 


The  Sunday  School  of  the  First  Mennonite  Church  was 
organized  May  3,  1868,  and  the  first  session  held  a week  later, 
May  10,  1868.  The  original  membership  was  twenty-eight. 
The  report  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  showed  an  enrollment 
of  seventy-three,  eleven  teachers  and  sixty-two  in  classes.  The 
original  organization  provided  for  these  officers:  A superin- 
tendent, a secretary  and  a treasurer,  and  the  teachers.  The 
first  officers  were  James  L.  Reber,  superintendent;  Mahlon  S. 
Shelly,  secretary,  and  Michael  Shoemaker,  treasurer. 

In  the  first  years  the  congregation  elected  the  officers  for 
the  Sunday  school,  but  in  1873  the  congregation  conferred 
upon  the  school  the  privilege  of  electing  its  own  officers.  At  a 
meeting  held  in  January,  1873,  a committee  of  five  was 
appointed  to  draft  a constitution  and  by-laws.  This  committee 
consisted  of  Peter  R.  Kline,  John  C.  Egly,  Josiah  Shelly 
Meyer,  William  C.  Clemens  and  Isaiah  T.  Clymer. 

The  school  was  conducted  in  the  German  language  until 
1875.  Up  to  this  time  some  of  the  classes  used  the  teaching 
period  for  study  of  the  German  language.  At  this  time  the 
use  of  the  German  was  discontinued,  the  international  lessons 
were  introduced,  and  a new  era,  when  the  study  of  the  Word 
of  God  was  emphasized,  was  begun. 

In  February,  1876,  a committee  was  appointed  whose 
duty  it  was  to  visit  the  sick  among  members  of  the  school. 
Through  the  instrumentality  of  this  committee  the  mid-week 
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meetings  came  into  existence.  It  was  the  opinion  of  this  com- 
mittee that  the  spiritually  sick,  as  well  as  the  physically  sick, 
came  under  the  care  of  the  committee. 

With  a few  interruptions  in  the  earlier  years  the  career 
of  the  school  has  been  one  of  steady  growth.  The  school  has 
always  been  self-supporting  and  frequently  has  contributed 
freely  toward  congregational  projects.  The  departments  of 
the  school  at  present,  each  with  its  own  associate  superintend- 
ent, are  : Adult,  Intermediate,  Junior,  Primary,  Home  Depart- 
ment and  Cradle  Poll.  The  enrollment  at  present  is  415.

THE  YOUNG  PEOPLE’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN 

ENDEAVOR. 


The  Christian  Endeavor  Society  had  its  beginning  when, 
at  a special  congregational  meeting  held  May  24,  1886,  per- 
mission was  granted  for  the  organization  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Liquidating  and  Literary  Association  with  the  condition  that 
the  meetings  be  held  in  the  church.  This  organization  had  a 
prosperous  existence  for  a period  of  six  years,  holding  inter- 
esting literary  meetings  and  contributing  liberally  toward

church  projects.  In  1892,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Joseph  B.  Bechtel,  the  association  was  changed  to  a Christian 
Endeavor  Society,  with  Mr.  Bechtel  as  its  first  president.  The 
society  has  always  been  active  along  all  lines  of  Christian 
Endeavor  activity.  Lately  the  literary  features  of  the  early 
organization  have  been  revived  through  the  efforts  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Committee.  Under  the  direction  of  this  committee 
Saturday  evening  meetings  are  held,  when  programs,  consisting 
of  debates,  readings  and  music,  are  rendered,  and  an  offering 
for  the  cause  of  missions  is  received. 

The  society  has  always  contributed  liberally  to  the  mission 
cause,  and  has  also  had  direct  charge  of  the  support  and  educa- 
tion of  Punchkour,  a famine  orphan  in  India.  At  present  they 
are  supporting  a young  native  for  the  work  of  an  evangelist  in 
our  mission  in  India. 


THE  JUHIOE  CHRISTIAN  EHDEAVOR  SOCIETY. 


For  nearly  two  years  the  pastor  had  held  children’s  meet- 
ings once  a week,  usually  on  Saturday  afternoons.  In  1895 
the  children’s  meetings  were  organized  as  a Junior  Christian 
Endeavor  Society.  With  few  interruptions  the  society  has  con- 
tinued to  the  present  day.  The  society  is  active  at  present 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  Heitzman,  superintendent. 
The  society  has  frequently  contributed  out  of  their  treasury  to 
missions  and  other  causes. 


THE  CHOIR. 


About  ten  years  after  the  organization  of  the  congregation 
a choir  was  formed  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  A.  E.  Funk. 
Following  Rev.  Funk,  Charles  H.  Moyer,  for  many  years, 
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served  as  its  director.  In  its  history  of  forty  years  the  choir, 
composed  of  volunteers,  has  contributed  its  full  share  in  further^ 
ing  the  work  of  the  church.  The  choir’s  activities,  naturally, 
are  confined  largely  to  the  rendering  of  church  music  in  an 
effort  to  enhance  and  beautify  the  service  of  God  in  His  sanc- 
tuary. Aside  from  this  the  choir  at  intervals  assists  in  the 
services  at  various  missions  and  institutions.  The  choir  is  under 
the  direction  of  F.  William  Aszmann,  organist  and  choirmaster, 
who  has  served  in  this  capacity  during  the  last  twelve  years. 


THE  LADIES’  AID  SOCIETY. 


The  formation  of  a ladies’  organization  in  the  church  was 
advocated  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  congregation,  January  2, 
1882,  and  after  some  discussion  action  was  taken,  and  a com- 
mittee of  five  was  named  to  consider  the  matter  further  and  to 
arrange  for  a Ladies’  Society.  The  committee  consisted  of 
Mrs.  P.  R.  Kline,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Weiss,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Moyer,  Mrs. 
C.  Ereyer  and  Miss  Mary  Ziegler.  In  March  of  the  same  year 
an  organization  was  effected  under  the  name  The  Ladies’  Aid 
Society  of  the  First  Mennonite  Church  of  Philadelphia,  with 
Mrs.  P.  R.  Kline  as  president,  Miss  Emma  Bean,  secretary, 
and  Mrs.  P.  L.  Benner,  treasurer.  Besides  working  for  the 
financial  interests  of  the  church,  they  have  been  active  in  for- 
eign and  home  missionary  and  orphans’  work.  Through  their 
anniversary  occasions  and  in  other  ways  they  have  contributed 
to  the  social  life  of  the  church.  The  late  Mrs.  P.  R.  Kline,  the 
first  president,  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Moritz,  the  president  now  in 
charge,  have  given  long  and  efficient  service  to  the  society. 
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BIOGEAPHICAL  SKETCHES. 


David  Tayloe. 

David  Taylor,  the  leading  promotor  and  first  deacon  of 
the  congregation,  was  bom  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
October  25,  1795.  In  1822  he  united  with  the  church  at  East 
Swamp,  where  for  many  years  he  also  served  as  deacon,  prior 
to  his  service  as  deacon  in  the  First  Church.  On  April  15, 
1821,  he  married  Elizabeth  Shelly,  who  survived  him  fifteen 
years. 

A remarkable  family  coincidence  is  found  in  the  longevity 
of  its  members.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor  and  three  daughters  and 
a son-in-law,  the  principal  movers  in  the  organization  of  the 
congregation,  all  reached  a great  age,  the  three  daughters  dying 
within  a period  of  nine  months,  as  the  following  table  shows:

Rev.  Albeet  E.  Funk. 

Rev.  Albert  E.  Funk,  the  fourth  pastor  of  the  church,  was 
bom  near  Boyertown,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1852. 
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He  is  the  son  of  the  late  John  H.  and  Leah  Ehst  Funk.  His 
father  was  deacon  of  the  Hereford  Mennonite  Church  for  sev- 
enteen years.  In  this  church  Albert  was  baptized  and  received 
into  membership  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  He  graduatd  from 
the  Mennonite  Seminary  at  Wadsworth,  Ohio.  Later,  for  a 
short  time,  he  attended  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lan- 
caster, Pa. 

He  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1874,  and  one  year  later  began 
his  ministry  as  pastor  of  the  church.  In  the  year  1877  he  was 
ordained  to  the  office  of  bishop,  and  in  addition  to  the  pastorate 
of  the  First  Church  was  put  in  charge  of  the  Mennonite  Church 
of  Germantown,  the  oldest  Mennonite  church  in  America. 
During  the  years  of  his  pastorate  he  served  twice  as  a delegate 
to  the  General  Conference,  and  six  years  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  publication  work  of 
the  conference. 

In  1883,  the  year  following  that  of  his  resignation  as 
pastor  of  the  church,  he  entered  upon  mission  work  among  the 
Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  Indian  tribes,  in  Indian  Territory, 
by  appointment  of  the  Mission  Board  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence. In  October  of  the  year  1884  he  was  united  in  the  bonds 
of  matrimony  to  Katharine  G.  Clemmer,  the  daughter  of  Rev. 
Samuel  G.,  and  Judith  Gerhart  Clemmer,  the  first  pastor  of  the 
church. 

In  the  year  1886  he  became  associated  ■with  the  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance  of  Kew  York  City,  of  which  he  is  a 
charter  member.  In  1899  and  again  in  1909,  as  Foreign  Sec- 
retary of  the  Alliance,  he  visited  their  extensive  mission  fields 
■with  nearly  three  hundred  missionaries  in  Japan,  China,  India 
and  Palestine. 

Rev.  Funk  is  still  in  connection  with  the  Alliance,  at 
present  as  president  of  the  Boydton  Institute,  at  Boydton,  W. 
Va.,  and  also  a general  evangelist,  and  a member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Boad  of  Managers  with  headquarters  at  690  Eighth  avenue, 
Kew  York. 
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Rev.  R.  B.  Gkubb. 


Rev.  iN’athaniel  Bertolet  Grjibb,  son  of  Silas  and  Eliza- 
beth Bertolet  Grubb,  was  born  in  Frederick  Township,  Mont- 
gomery County,  Pennsylvania,  July  6,  1850.  On  his  father’s 
side  he  is  a direct  descendant  of  the  Grubb  family  of  Mennon- 
ites,  many  of  whom  suffered  martyrdom  in  the  early  years  of 
the  seventeenth  century.  The  family  settled  in  Pennsylvania 
in  1717.  On  the  mother’s  side  the  ancestors  were  French 
Huguenots  who  came  to  this  country  in  1726. 

His  boyhood  days  he  spent  with  his  parents  on  the  farm. 
During  the  winter  months  he  attended  the  public  schools. 
After  several  years  of  labor  in  a milling  establishment,  he  set 
out  to  gain  more  of  an  education.  He  entered  Frederick  Insti- 
tute, then  an  academy  and  preparatory  school.  Later  he  studied 
at  the  Wadsworth  (Ohio)  Mennonite  Seminary.  Following 
this  his  training  was  continued  in  the  school  of  experience,  and 
in  turning  to  good  use  every  opportunity  for  growth  and 
advancement  which  his  life  work  affords. 

In  the  Schwenksville  congregation,  with  which  he  united 
at  the  age  of  fifteen,  he  served  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
school  from  1869  to  1871.  He  became  an  assistant  to  the 
pastor  in  1872,  having  been  ordained  June  30th  of  that  year 
by  the  pastor.  Rev.  Moses  H.  Gottshall. 

In  1877  he  established  a printing  business,  and  soon  after 
began  to  publish  a weekly.  The  Schwenrhsville  Item.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  business  for  six  years  in  connection  ivith  his 
ministerial  duties. 

Since  accepting  the  call  to  the  First  Church  in  1882,  he 
has  devoted  his  energies  to  the  care  of  the  congregation  entrusted 
to  him.  In  1884  the  congregation  at  Germantown  also  came 
under  his  care,  preaching  there  regularly  on  Sunday  afternoon 
for  five  years.  On  May  2 2d  of  this  year  he  was  ordained  to 
the  full  office  of  the  ministry  as  elder  or  bishop.

In  the  Eastern  District  Conference  he  has  served  in  numer- 
ous capacities  since  his  entrance  into  the  ministry.  At  present 
he  is  a member  of  the  Publication  Committee  and  is  the  confer- 
ence historian.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Mennonite  Home  since  1898,  and  chairman  of  the 
board  from  that  time  to  the  present. 

For  thirty  years  he  has  been  a member  of  the  Publication 
Board  of  the  General  Conference,  and  for  twenty-seven  years 
chairman  of  the  board.  At  the  last  session  of  the  conference  he 
was  elected  for  nine  years  more. 

Since  1899  he  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor.  At  this  year’s 
convention  he  was  re-elected  for  a term  of  four  years. 

From  1896  to  1902  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Bethel  College,  Hewton,  Kan.,  and  for  the  last  sixteen  years 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Perkiomen  Seminary. 

In  addition  to  his  pastoral  work  he  was,  for  a number  of 
years,  a member  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  of  Philadelphia 
and  of  Pennsylvania,  serving  as  recording  secretary  for  the 
State  Alliance.  He  was  one  of  two  who  founded  the  National 
Anti-treating  Society,  an  organization  whose  power  has  been 
felt  in  the  State  legislature. 

Besides  happy  relations  between  pastor  and  congregation. 
Rev.  Grubb,  through  a period  of  almost  forty-three  years, 
enjoyed  the  blessedness  ,of  singularly  happy  home  life.  On 
July  4,  1872,  he  was  married  to  Salome  C.  Gottshall,  daughter 
of  Joseph  H.  and  Catharine  Clemens  Gottshall.  To  this 
union  six  children  were  born.  Three  died  in  childhood.  The 
two  oldest  sons  are  engaged  in  the  ministry  in  the  Men- 
nonite Church.  The  youngest  son  is  engaged  in  business  in 
New  York  City.  Mrs.  Grubb,  a woman  of  quiet  and  unas- 
suming disposition,  but  a valued  counselor  to  husband  and  chil- 
dren as  well  as  a true  and  devoted  wife  and  mother,  passed  away 
February  19,  1915.  The  large  concourse  of  people  attending

the  funeral  services  in  the  church,  truly  sorrowing  over  the 
departure  of  the  beloved  life  partner  of  the  pastor,  bore  testi- 
mony to  the  esteem  in  which  she  was  held  by  the  members  of  the 
congregation  and  friends. 


MEMBERS  OF  THE  COHGREGATIOH  WHO  ENTERED 
THE  MINISTRY. 


J.  Shelly  Meyeb,  with  his  parents,  Abraham  0.  and 
Mary  Shelly  Meyer,  came  to  Philadelphia  from  Spinnerstown, 
Pa.,  about  1865,  all  having  been  members  of  the  West  Swamp 
church.  They  at  once  fell  in  with  the  movement  for  a Men- 
nonite  Church  organization  in  Philadelphia,  and  thus  became 
charter  members,  Mr.  Shelly  being  the  youngest  person  in  the 
new  church.  In  later  years  he  went  west  with  his  parents  and 
then  identified  himself  with  the  Methodist  Church,  and  in  due 
course  of  time  entered  the  Gospel  ministry.  He  and  his  wife, 
Dr.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  were  instrumental  in  the  establishing 
of  the  Chicago  Training  School  for  City,  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions.  The  school  has  become  a strong  and  influential  insti- 
tution. Rev.  Meyer  is  vice-president,  and  Mrs.  Meyer  is  prin- 
cipal of  the  school. 


Henry  A.  Frederick  united  with  the  church  in  1876 
during  the  Moody  and  Sankey  revival  in  Philadelphia.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Germantown  church  for  several  years,  when  he 
resigned  to  take  a college  and  theological  course,  and  then  for 
several  years  preached  for  the  Congregational  Church  at  Croy- 
don, N.  H.  He  had  accepted  the  invitation  to  become  the  pas- 
tor of  the  Wadsworth  (Ohio)  church,  and  was  about  ready  to 
enter  upon  his  duties  as  pastor  there  when  he  contracted  a cold 
which  developed  into  consumption,  to  which  he  succumbed. 
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Cornelius  H.  Wedel,  a member  of  the  Alexanderwohl 
Church  in  Kansas,  while  attending  Bloomfield  Seminary,  held 
his  membership  with  the  First  Church.  After  he  had  concluded 
his  studies  at  the  seminary  he  accepted  the  call  as  president  of 
Bethel  College.  Besides  guiding  the  affairs  of  the  college  he 
wrote  several  books  on  Mennonite  history  and  several  others  on 
school  affairs.  While  still  in  the  prime  of  life  he  died  in  1910, 
50  years  of  age. 

Silas  M.  Grubb,  the  oldest  son  of  the  pastor,  while  pur- 
suing his  studies  at  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Seminary,  sup- 
plied the  pulpit  in  the  old  Germantown  Mennonite  Church. 
After  completing  his  seminary  course  he  accepted  the  call  to  the 
pastorate  of  the  Second  Mennonite  Church  of  Philadelphia 
when  the  church  was  organized  in  1899.  In  later  years,  in 
addition  to  his  pastoral  duties,  he  became  the  associate  editor  of 
the  Mennonite,  the  English  organ  of  the  General  Conference, 
and  since  January,  1915,  is  the  editor-in-chief. 

William  H.  Grubb,  the  second  son  of  the  pastor,  entered 
upon  religious  work  while  quite  young,  and  was  licensed  an 
evangelist  by  the  Eastern  District  Conference.  He  was  put 
in  charge  of  the  Allentown  Mission  and  organized  the  same  into 
a congregation.  Later  he  organized  the  Perkasie  church  and 
was  its  pastor  for  several  years,  also  serving  as  assistant  to  Rev. 
A.  B.  Shelly  in  the  church  at  Quakertown.  He  had  also  been 
the  pastor  of  the  East  Swamp  church  for  several  years,  when, 
in  1913,  he  accepted  a call  to  the  Mennonite  Church,  at  Tren- 
ton, Ohio,  where  he  has  since  been  working  with  evident  success. 

Samuel  M.  Mussulman,  coming  from  the  West  Swamp 
church,  identified  himself  with  the  First  Church  and  was  active 
in  all  the  work  of  the  church  while  he  pursued  his  studies  at 
the  seminary.  During  this  time,  for  several  years,  he  supplied 
the  pulpit  of  the  Germantown  church.  In  1903  he  accepted  a 
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call  to  the  Mennonite  churches  in  Wayland  and  Noble,  Iowa, 
where  he  has  met  with  unusual  success.  He  has  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bluffton  College  for  eleven 
years,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  since  1911 ; 
1912-1914  he  was  president  of  the  Iowa  State  Sunday  School 
Association. 

Otto  Lichti,  with  his  wife,  united  with  the  First  Church 
while  he  was  a student  at  Bloomfield  Seminary.  After  gradu- 
ating from  the  seminary  he  held  a chair  in  the  same  institution 
for  several  years.  Afterward  he  supplied  several  pulpits  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  for  two  years  was  the  pastor  of 
the  Grace  Mennonite  Church,  at  Pandora,  Ohio.  At  present 
he  is  located  in  Eeedly,  California. 

Frank  F.  Gabel  was  first  licensed  an  evangelist  by  the 
conference  and  supplied  the  pulpit  in  the  Germantown  church 
for  several  years,  when  he  was  ordained  and  for  two  years 
served  the  Springfield  church  as  pastor.  He  is  not  in  the 
active  ministry  now. 

Albert  R.  Schorman,  with  his  wife,  came  from  Germany 
in  1904  and  became  identified  with  the  First  Church.  In  Ger- 
many he  had  been  a chaplain  in  the  army,  and  at  once  on  com- 
ing here  became  active  in  supplying  the  different  pulpits.  He 
accepted  a call  to  Grace  Mennonite  Church,  Pandora,  Ohio, 
where  he  continued  for  two  years,  and  then  moved  to  Wash- 
ington, and  there  entered  the  ministry  in  the  Lutheran  Church.
